Indianapolis. 
April C.—The “back 
salary” law enacted by the legislature 
of 1903 has been held constitutional 
by the supreme court and over 300 
clerks and sheriffs will now receive 
their full pay. 
Under the law sheriffs 
and clerks are allowed their entire 
salary providing they can show they 
have collected by fee bills all possible 
of the fees due their office. 
Under 
the old fee and salary law the officers 
did not receive their salary unless the 
collection pf fees equalled the amount. 
The decision was in the appeal from 
the allowance of $1,651.41 as back sal­ 
ary to G. J. Llndenian, clerk of Perry 
county, although he had already re­ 
ceived as salary an amount equal to 
all the fees collected. 
The new law 
was attacked on the ground that It 
conflicted with five sections of the 
state constitution; that its title was 
defective; that it attempted to amend 
the fee and salary law without setting 
out in full the revised law; that it was 
special legislation; that it impaired 
the obligation of contracts by increas­ 
ing the compensation of public officers 
for work already done. 
The supreme 
court refused to sustain any of these 
charges, holding that the law does not 
Increase the compensation, but only 
modifies the method of payment.
